A  grant  from  the  Kellogg  Foundation  has  "been  made  to  the  Southern  Depart-

SPECIAL  REQUISITIONS 

"It   has  been  observed  that   a  great  many   special   requisitions  are  being 
presented  for  consideration.      The  number  is  to   greet  that   it   appears  the   quarterly 
requisition  will   be   supplanted  by   special   requisitions  if  the  practice  continued. 

"Department   of  Finance   regulations  provide   for  the  preparation  of  requisi- 
tions on  a  quarterly  basis.      Special   requisitions  are  permitted  for  emergency 
purposes*      It   is  assumed  that   departments  in  most   instances  can  anticipate  their 
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needs  for  three  months  in  advance.      Increasing  the  number  of  special   requisitions 
has  a  tendency  in  the  long  run  to  retard  action  since  both  the  Business  Office 
and  the  departments  at  Springfield  can  clear  a  larger  number  of  requests  in  the 
form  of  a  quarterly  requisition  than  can  be  cleared  in  the  form  of  special 
requisitions.     Departments  are,  therefore,   requested  to  restrict  their  special 
requests  to  emergencies  and  make  greater  use  of  the  quarterly  request." 


IRREGULAR  PURCHASES 

"It  has  been  observed  that  purchases  are  being  made  without  knowledge  on  the 
Purchasing  Agent  with  the  result  that  letters  and  unpaid  invoices  are  being 
received  from  vendors  with  the  request  that  some  action  be  taken  regarding 
payment • " 

"Regulations  of  the  Department  of  Finance  require  the  University  to  submit 
requisitions  for  purchases.   In  some  instances,  purchases  are  made  direct  by  the 
State  Purchasing  Agent  or  the  Superintendent  of  Printing.   In  other  instances, 
the  University  is  given  authorization  to  purchase.  In  either  case,  a  written 
purchase  order  is  prepared,  supported  by  comparable  bids." 

"The  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Finance  also  require  the  University  t« 
submit  monthly  a  statement  of  condition  for  each  appropriation,  in  accurate 
statement  of  condition  cannot  be  prepared  without  a  knowledge  of  the  encumbrances 
outstanding." 

"In  some  instances,  the  bills  which  are  now  being  presented  for  payment  by 
vendors  are  bills  chargeable  against  the  appropriations  of  the  63rd  G.A.t  ami 
inasmuch  as  the  appropriations  of  the  63rd  G.A.  have  lapsed,  such  invoices  can 
only  be  paid  legally  through  the  Court  of  Claims. 

"Department s  desiring  purchases  are  asked  to  submit  requests  in  writing  on 
prescribed  forms  for  action  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  in  order  that  the  laws, 
regulations,  and  procedures  may  be  follov;ed.  Confirming  requisitions,  i.e., 
requisitions  requesting  confirmation  of  purchases  already  made  will  not  now  be 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education;  therefore,  purchases 
which  are  not  made  by  the  authorized  purchasing  agent  do  not  become  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  State,"

GIFTS  OF  SURPLUS  WAR  COMMODITIES 

Mr.  Miles  has  included  in  a  letter  recently  sent  to  the  President's 
Office  the  following  paragraph? 

"I  am  somewhat  concerned  regarding  the  records  of  the  Government 
Surplus  Properties  which  we  receive  as  gifts.   It  seems  as  if  there  are 
several  people  on  the  campus  who  have  accepted  gifts  of  Government  Sur- 
plus Property.   Seme  of  this  equipment,  I  believe,,  has  been  delivered. 
It  will  be  necessary  that  a  complete  list  of  this  equipment  with  ade- 
quate descriptions  and  valuations  be  prepared  and  given  to  the  Business 
Office  in  order  that  the  proper  inventory  records  may  be  maintained. 
Otherwise,  our  fiscal  inventory  will  be  badly  out  of  balance  with  our 
perpetual  inventory  and  this  situation  will  be  very  quickly  observed 
when  the  audit  is  made  next  year.  .  .  .   I  suggest,,  therefore,,  that  all 
people  who  are  authorised  to  accept  gifts  for  the  College  be  instructed 
to  submit  a  statement  to  me  listing  detailed  descriptions  and  valuations 
of  properties  acquired. M 

In  view  of  the  situation  ani  need  called  to  our  attention  by  the 
Business  Manager,  the  following  procedure  will  be  followed; 

L  Any  member  of  the  staff  having  knowledge  of  available  materials 
which  may  be  received  as  gifts  and  desiring  to  have  them  secured  for  the 
University,  will  report  the  opportunity  (through  the  appropriate  College 
Deans)  to  the  Administrative  Assistant  in  the  President Js  Office  with 
relevant  factual  information   so  that  it  can  be  determined  quickly  that 
the  material  is  not  unduly  duplicating  other  State  property,  and  is 
otherwise  acceptable.   (Staff  members  not  directly  responsible  to  the 
College  Deans  will  report  directly  to  the  Administrative  Assistant.) 


2„  In  similar  procedure ,  after  the  gifts  are  received,  the  faculty 
members  through  appropriate  College  Deans  should  submit  itemized  lists 
of  gifts  and  estimated  values  to  the  Business  Manager  with  a  carbon  copy 
to  the  Administrative  Assistant,, 

Any  Government  Surplus  Property  already  received  as  gifts  by  the 
institution  should  be  reported  immediately  to  the  Administrative  Assist- 
ant and  Business  Manager  in  the  manner  indicated  above „ 

The  desire  to  secure  such  free  material  and  equipment  is  not  only 
understandable  but  entirely  commendable  and  the  Administration  and  our 
Board  are  both  active  in  this  effort  to  improve  our  physical  facilities. 
It  should^,  however s  be  obvious  that  there  should  be  some  centralized 
knowledge f  direction  and  accounting  with  regard  to  such  gifts^,  and  ac- 
cordingly,, regarding  proposals  for  securing  such  gifts  property f  your 
cooperation  with  the  Administrative  Assistant  and  Business  Manager  will 
be  much  appreciated.

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SPECIAL  CREDIT  EXAMINATIONS 

As  approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  President,  the 
following  statement  of  policy  has  been  adopted  by  the  administration 
to  govern  the  giving  of  special-credit  examinations  and  the  allowing 
of -college  credit  for  work  other  than  that  which  has  been  regularly 
completed  by  the  taking  of  college  courses: 

Policies  Governing  Special- 
Credit  Examinations 

I.  To  be  eligible  to  take  a  special-credit  examination,  a  student 
must  meet  the  reaulrements  as  stated  below  for  one  of  the  follow- 
ing classifications: 

Olpssif icatlon  1:   Discharged  veterans  of  the  United  States  arm^d, 

forces. 

a.  The  examination  shall  be  requested  by  the  Veterans'  Committee 

or  by  the  appropriate  student  dean  or  the  dean  of  the  college 

which  offers  the  course  or  part  of  the  course  for  which  such 

examination  is  sought. 

b»  Unless  the  examination  covers  learning  for  which  the  veteran 

has  had  experience  or  training  while  a  member  of  the  United  States 

armed  forces,  he  must  meet  the  requirements  of  Classification  2 

or  Classification  \%    below. 

Classification  2:  Students  who  have  at  least  forty- eight  quarter- 
hours  of  college  credit. 

a.  The  examination  shall  be  requested  by  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment or  dean  of  the  college  which  offers  the  course  for  which 
examination  is  sought. 

b.  The  student  must  have: 

(1)  a  college  average  of  3»5  or  above;  or 

(2)  an  average  of  ^.0  or  above  in  the  department  offering  the 
the  course  for  which  examinations  is  sought;  or 

(3)  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  in  high  school 
or  other  training  the  essential  equivalent  of  the  course 
for  which  he  seeks  a  special-credit  examination.   But  any 
work  in  high  school  for  which  such  examination  is  taken 
must  consist  of  work  completed  beyond  the  requirements  for 
high- school  graduation. 

Classification  j$.«  Students  who  have  completed  fewer  than  forty- 
eight  auarter-hours  of  college  work. 

a.  The  examination  shall  be  requested  by  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment or  the  dean  of  the  college  which  offers  the  course  for  which 
special-credit  examination  is  sought. 

b.  The  student  must: 

(l)  have  been  within  the  upper  quar^ile  of  his  graduating  high- 
school  class;  or 

(?)  show  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  in  high 
school  or  other  training  the  essential  equivalent  of  the 
course  for  which  he  seeks  a  special-credit  examination. 
But  any  work  in  high  school  for  which  such  an  examination 
is  taken  must  be  work  completed  beyond  the  requirements 
for  high-school  graduation. 
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II.  All  soecial-credit  examinations  shall  be  nationally  standardized 
examinations  or  shall  be  recommended  by  some  nationally  recog- 
nized educational  or  academic  association  or  agency  (e.g.,  the 
American  Council  on   Education;  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion, the  United  States  Armed-Forces  Institute) ,  provided  such 
examinations  are  available.   When  such  examinations  are  accom- 
panied by  specific  recommendations  relative  to  the  standards  of 
performance  to  be  reauired  and/or  the  credit  to  be  allowed, 
"such  standards  shall  govern;  except  that  it  shall  be  the  policy 
of  the  Committee  to  recommend  credit  for  no  examination  on 
which  the  student's  score  is  below  the  median  score  in  the  case 
of  a  standardized  test,  or  below  the  norm  for  his  grade  if  such 
a  norm  has  been  established,  or  below  a  grade  of  C  if  neither  a 
median  score  nor  a  norm  has  been  established. 

When  standardized  tests  are  not  available,  the  appropriate 
college  or  department  may,  upon  request  of  the  Examinations 
Committee,  devise  and  transmit  to  the  Committee  a  special  ex- 
amination approved  by  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  dean 
of  the  college,  who  shall  also  recommend  a  person  qualified  to 
score  the  examination.   The  student's  written  work  on  such  ex- 
amination shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Committee  by  the  head  of 
the  department  or  the  college  dean  together  with  his  recommen- 
dations relative  to  credit  to  be  allowed* 

III.  All  special-credit  examinations,  whether  standardized  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  administered  by  a  person  or  persons  designated 
by  the  University  administration  to  hold  membership  ex  officio 
on  the  Examinations  Committee. 

IV.  When  the  Committee. on  Examinations  shall  have  voted  unfavorably 
upon  the  reauest  of  any  student  for  a  special-credit  examina- 
tion, the  Committee  shall  transmit  to  the  department  head,  col- 
lege dean,  or  other  officer  requesting  such  examination,  a 
memorandum  of  that  fact  together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
for  the  Committee's  unfavorable  decision. 

When  the  Committee  shall  have  voted  favorably  on  a  student's 
reauest  for  a  special-credit  examination  and  such  student  shall 
have  been  examined  by  the  properly  authorized  person  or  persons 
as  mentioned  in  Section  III  above,  then,  providing  the  student 
has  satisfactorily  passed  the  examination,  the  Committee  shall 
transmit  to  the  registrar  its  recommendation  for  credit.   And 
in  any  case,  a  copy  of  the  Committee's  recommendation  shall  be 
sent  to  the  department  head,  college  dean,  or  other  officer  who 
shall  have  requested  that  the  examination  be  given. 

V.  A  fee  of  one  dollar  shall  be  charged  in  advance  for  each  quarter- 
hour  of  credit  for  which  the  examination  is  to  be  taken >  except 
that  no  examination  fee  shall  be  more  than  five  dollars  and  no 
examination  fee  shall  be  charged  in  case  the  credit  is  for  a 
course  for  which  the  student  would  pay  no  tuition  by  reason  of

his  holding  *  scholarship  or  having  served  in  the  United  States 
prraed  forces. 

VI.  In  my   cps°  whore  a  student  has  met  the  requirements  as  stated 
in  Section  I  above,  «nd  where  standardized  examinations  nre 
available,  the  Committee's  ex  officio  member  who  serves  as 
examiner  for  the  Committee  may  act  for  the  Committee  in  approv- 
ing the  student's  eligibility  for  the  examination  and  in  trans- 
mitting the  necessary  forms  to  the  proper  department  head,  col- 
lege den.n,  or  other  officer  or  officers. 

VII.  No  college  credit  on  the  graduate  level  shall  be  given  as  a 
result  of  special-credit  examinations  where  the  giving  of  such 
graduate  credit  is  Inconsistent  with  the  policies  of  the  Amer- 
ican Council  on  Education. 

VIII.  A  full  annual  report  of  all  action  taken  by  the  Committee 
shall  be  prepared,  and  a  copy  of  such  report  shall  regularly 
be  transmitted  to  the  president  of  the  University.

TWO  VETERAN  SOUTHERN  FACULTY  MEMBERS  MOURNEB 

Two  emeritus  faculty  members  who  died  during  November  will  be 
memorialized  at  Assembly  December  13. 

George  W.  Smith,  professor  emeritus  of  history,  died  November 
20.  Professor  Smith,  a  widely  known  authority  on  Illinois  history, 
particularly  southern  Illinois  history,  retired  in  1935  after  58 
years  of  teaching,  45  of  which  were  spent  on  the  university  faculty. 
For  40  years  he  was  active  in  the  Illinois  Historical  Society  as 
director  and  vice  president.  After  his  retirement,  he  published  his 
last  book,  When  Lincoln  came  to  Egypt,  a  scholarly  contribution  to 
Lincoln  literature. 

Dr.  Delia  Caldwell,  college  physician  for  13  years,  died  November 
28.  She  had  joined  the  Southern  staff  in  1922,  retiring  to  emeritus 
status  in  1935.  A  graduate  of  Northwestern  university  medical  school, 
she  taught  in  the  public  schools  for  seven  and  a  half  years  before 
coming  to  the  university.

APPOINTMENT  OP  TV/0  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICERS 

Miss  Helen  A.  Shuman,  who  since  last  spring  has  served  as 
administrative  assistant  to  the  president,  has  been  appointed  Southerns 
first  full-time  daen  of  women,  following  the  resignation  of  Miss  Lucy 
K.  Woody  as  part-time  dean  of  women* 

Dr.  Charles  D.  Tenney,  professor  of  English  and  philosophy  and 
acting  chairman  of  the  department  of  art,  has  "been  appointed  to  the 
position  of  administrative  assistant  to  the  President. 

Miss  shuman' s  appointment  places  the  student  life  s£aff  of 
Southern  on  a  full-time  basis  for  the  first  time.  A.  Tsr  Kuerst  was 
named  the  first  full-time  dean  of  men  the  university  had  ever  had 
when  last  summer  he  succeeded  Dean  E.  G.  Lentz,  who  resided  to  be- 
come director  of  the  Clint  Clay  Tilton  Library. 

I  wish  to  pay  particular  tribute  to  the  splendid  work  that  both 
Dean  Lentz  and  Dean  Woody  performed  in  counseling  students. 

They  both  have  rendered  invaluable  service  to  the  University  and 
to  the  young  men  and  young  women  who  have  attended  this  institution 
during  their  tenure.  Both  have  recognized  the  increasing  need  for  an 
expanded  counseling  service  and  both  urged  the  appointment  of  full- 
time  student  life  deans. 

Miss  Shuman  assumes  the  position  of  dean  of  women  after  many  years' 
experience  and  training  in  this  field.  Former  state  president  of  the 
Illinois  Association  of  Deans  of  Women,  she  has  served  as  girls* 
counselor  in  several  Illinois  high  schools  and  last  year  was  dean  of 
women  at  High  Point  College  in  North  Carolina. 

During  the  Thanksgiving  recess  this  year,  just  before  talcing  over 
her  new  duties,  she  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Association 
of  Deans  of  Y/omen  in  Chicago,  and  appeared  on  the  program  at  the 
organization's  25th  anniversary  luncheon. 

Miss  Shuman,  a  native  of  Illinois,  is  a  graduate  of  Illinois 
State  Normal  university,  holds  the  master  of  arts  degree  from  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  has  virtually  completed  her  work  toward 
the  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  in  personnel  work  at  Northwestern 
University,  where  she  held  the  Northwestern  scholarship  in  1943-44. 

Dr.  Tenney,  who  has  become  the  new  administrative  assistant  to  the 
President,  has  been  on  Southern's  faculty  since  1931.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Gooding  College,  of  which  his  father  was  former  president, 
and  holds  the  master  of  arts  and  the  doctor  of  philosophy  degrees 
from  the  university  of  Oregon. 

He  held  a  teaching  fellowship  at  the  university  of  Oregon  for 
four  years  before  joining  the  Southern  faculty,  and  was  offered 
graduate  scholarships  at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  Harvard  but 
was  unable  to  accept  either. 
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In   the  years  he  has  been  at  Southern,  Dr.  Tenney  has  "built  up 
the  philosophy  curriculum  from  one  course  to  eight.

"CUT"  POLICY  CLARIFICATION 

m  order  to  clarify  the  misunderstandings  students  have  had 
concerning  the  university's  policy  with  regard  to  class  absences,  I 
wish  to  make  the  following  explanation. 

First,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  "cut  system" 
as  such  at  southern,   nhis  has  been  mis -interpreted  as  a  "no-cut" 
system"  or  "no  cuts  allowed  for  any  reason,"  which  is  entirely 
erroneous. 

Actually,  southerns  policy  regarding  student  absences  is  a  very 
liberal  one.  Each  student,  as  a  responsible  adult,  is  expected  to 
attend  classes,  but  it  is  his  own  responsibility  to  see  to  it  that 
such  absences  as  may  be  necessary  do  not  handicap  his  scholarship. 
Naturally,  a  student  who  cuts  excessively  is  apt  to  find  that  his 
grades  suffer,  but  there  is  no  University  regulation  that  specifies 
the  number  of  absences  which  lower  a  student »s  grade,  nor  how  much 
his  grade  should  be  lowered.   It  is  the  individual  instructors 
responsibility  to  determine  when  a  student  has  missed  class  to  such 
an  extent  that  his  comprehension  of  the  course  is  inadequate. 

reports  on  student  absences  are  made  by  the  faculty  to  the  Dean 
of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women,  not  for  the  purpose  of  penalizing  the 
student  or  reprimanding  him,  but  simply  to  enable  the  student  life 
counselors  to  be  of  any  assistance  possible  to  the  student  who  may  be 
having  problems  causing  his  absence. 

Each  faculty  member  is  asked  to  report  three  consecutive  absences, 
regardless  of  the  reason  for  these  absences.  Excessive  absences  which 
the  instructor  considers  likely  to  affect  scholastic  standing  of  the 
student  are  also  reported.  A  record  of  a  student's  absences  should 
be  included  with  deficiency  reports  (D  and  E  slips). 


PROCEDURES  FOR  MILITARY  SERVICE  RETURNEES 

Qhe  following  statement  of  procedure,  drafted  by  Dr.  Charles  D. 

Tsnney,  administrative  assistant  to  the  president,  should  clarify  the 

policy  of  the  Administration  with  regard  to  staff  members  returning 
from  the  Armed  Forces. 

"All  members  of  the  university  staff  returning  from  service  in 
the  Armed  Forces  return  to  the  university  as  a  whole,  and  the  admin- 
istration has  the  responsibility  of  finding  work  for  them  and  making 
assignments  for  the  best  interest  of  the  university. 

Mm  order  to  avoid  misunderstandings  among  the  various  agencies 
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of  the  university*  all  notificat  cms  of  discharge,  requests  for 
assignments,  and  acceptances  of  assignments  or  reassignments  should 
be  addressed  directly  to  the  President.  He  can  then  determine 
whether  those  on  military  leave  shall  return  to  their  former  positions 
or  assume  new  duties  which  the  reorganization  of  the  University  may 
make  necessary  and  for  which  their  experience  qualifies  them."

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CHRIST!  IAS  RECESS  SCHEDULED 

The  Christmas  Recess  for  students  and  faculty  extends  from  Decem- 
ber 22  to  January  6,  inclusive,  with  classes  being  resumed  Monday 
morning,  January  7.   The  President,  on  advice  of  the  Advisory  Council, 
has  authorized  the  closing  of  administrative  offices  December  22-2$ 
and  December  29- January  1,  inclusive,  and  the  staggering  of  work  in 
these  offices  for  the  remainder  of  the  Christmas  recess,  in  order  that 
employees  in  these  offices  may  have  these  two  four-day  periods  as  a 
minimum  vacation. 


OFFICE  SPACE  STUDIES  BY  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

The  following  statement  is  submitted  by  a  committee  from  the  Ad- 
visory Council,  composed  of  Dr.  Charles  D.  Tenney,  administrative 
assistant  to  the  President,  Edward  V.  Miles,  Jr.,  Business  Manager, 
and  Dr.  T.  W.  Abbott,  dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences: 

"The  serious  problem  of  obtaining  office  space  for  faculty  members 
who  are  returning  in  increasing  numbers  to  resume  their  duties  after 
military  service  and  for  new  administrative  officials  was  referred  to 
the  Advisory  Council  by  the  President  and  the  Administrative  Assistant 
to  the  President  at  the  Council's  meeting  December  5. 

"The  discussion  revealed  that  the  problem  is  a  critical  one  which 
cannot  be  solved  by  sinply  reassigning  a  few  spaces.   Additional  office 
space  must  be  acquired  in  order  for  the  faculty  members  and  adminis- 
trators to  do  their  work.   So  ^e  of  these  are  entirely  without  office 
assignment,  others  are  so  crowded  that  their  work  is  seriously  suffer- 
ing. 

"It  was  pointed  out  that  several  steps  have  already  been  taken  to 
help  solve  the  problem:   (1)  a  study  of  soace  has  been  made  by  a 
housing  committee  and  recommendations  made  for  the  accommodation  of 
several  administrators;  (2)  one  residence  near  the  University--901  S. 
Illinois—has  already  been  leased  and  will  become  available  about 
December  15  for  the  use  of  the  Veterans'  Guidance  Center;  (3)  negoti- 
ations are  being  carried  forward  to  obtain  leases  on  two  additional 
residences  which  may  be  converted  into  classroom  or  office  space;  (4) 
plans  are  being  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  land  adjacent  to  the  University  for  the  campus  expansion 
program,  particularly  for  the  immediate  acquisition  of  certain  pieces 
of  property  for  which  titles  may  be  cleared  without  delay. 

"It  was  pointed  out  that  in  some  cases  faculty  members  are  re- 
luctant to  yield  either  classroom  or  office  space  which  they  now  occupy 
for  fear  they  may  not  be  able  to  reclaim  it  or  other  suitable  space, 
yet  it  was  felt  by  members  of  the  Council  that  in  some  cases  some 
reassignment  of  space  must  take  place.   It  was  further  believed  that 
the  conversion  of  one  or  two  classrooms  into  office  space  for  a  number 
of  administrators  and  faculty  members  might  be  necessary,  and  the 
Council  recommended  that  a  thorough  examination  be  made  of  classroom 
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loads  in  order  to  see  if  classes  could  be  re-scheduled  in  order  to 
free  rooms  for  such  conversion. 

"With  all  these  efforts  being  made  to  attempt  a  speedy  solution 
to  the  office  space  problem  which  is  becoming  so  acute  at  this  time 
because  of  the  University's  'growing  pains,'  as  well  as  because  of 
the  return  of  faculty  members  from  military  service,  the  patience  and 
the  cooperation  of  the  faculty  are  urgently  requested." 


SUMMER  SESSION  DATES  SET 

The  Advisory  Council  recommends  the  1946  Summer  Session  at 
Southern  shall  consist  of  a  single  eight-week  term,  to  run  from  June 
10  through  August  2.   This  schedule  is  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Teachers  College  Board,  but  already  has  the  President's  approval. 

In  this  connection,  Miss  Marjorie  Shank,  Registrar,  pointed  out 
that  material  for  inclusion  in  tho  Summer  Session  Catalogue  will  be 
due  shortly  after  the  Christmas  Recess.

SAFEGUARDING  UNIVERSITY  PROPERTY 

Mr.  Miles  has  asked  me  to  make  a  statement  requesting  departments 
and  offices  to  use  greater  care  with  regard  to  the  custodianship  of 
state  property.   Offices  should  be  kept  locked  except  when  they  are 
in  use,  and  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  in  distributing  keys  to 
students.   Instances  have  been  reported  of  the  misplacement  of  property 
as  well  as  its  actual  disappearance.   We  fear  that  if  greater  caution 
is  not  shown,  we  shall  come  down  to  the  end  of  the  year  finding  a 
great  amount  of  property  unaccounted  for. 

Note  also  that  property  is  not  to  be  permanently  transferred  from 
one  department  to  another,  except  upon  report  to  the  Accounting  Office, 
in  order  that  records  may  be  properly  adjusted.   There  are  forms  pre- 
pared for  this  purpose  which  require  the  signature  of  the  department 
receiving  the  equipment  as  well  as  the  department  from  which  the 
transfer  was  made. 

Let  me  add  that  all  property,  as  a  natter,  of  course,  belongs  to 
the  University  as  a  whole.   Procedures  for  dealing  with  permanent 
transfers  of  property  from  agencies  no  longer  functioning  or  from  one 
department  to  another  will  soon  be  studied.   In  the  meantime,  I  shall 
appreciate  it  if  permanent  transfers  of  any  consequence  are  referred 
not  only  to  the  Accounting  Office  but  also  to  the  Administrative 
Assistant  to  the  President.

Dean  Helm's  Report  of  Salary  Schedule  Committee

Dean  Henry  J.  Rehn  presents  the  attached  report  of  the  Salary 
Schedule  Committee  Meeting  in  Springfield  on  Sunday,  December  9, 
with  the  following  suggestion: 

"It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  have  these  suggestions  read 
by  all  faculty  menbers  before  the  faculty  meeting  on  Thursday, 
December  13.  A  few  ninutes  will  be  devoted  in  that  meeting 
for  some  supplemental  oral  reports  of  the  Springfield  meeting 
and  for  some  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  faculty 
members.  Between  the  December  and  January  meeting  there  will 
be  time  for  faculty  members  to  think  about  the  matter  and  be 
ready  to  debate  the  matter  then  in  order  that  our  salary 
schedule  committee  will  be  able  to  bring  before  the  O'oint 
Committee  our  wishes  here." 


The  joint  Faculty  Committee  on  the  Salary  Schedule 
met  with  the  five  Presidents  at  Springfield  on  December 
9,  1945.

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CONFERENCE  ON  COUNTY  SCHOOL  SURVEYS 

The  College  of  Education  has  invited  superintendents  and  their 
assistants  from  the  J>k   counties  of  Southern  Illinois  to  attend  a 
round-table  discussion  here  at  the  University  on  January  11  of  the 
preliminary  problems  related  to  Inaugurating  county  surveys,  Dr.  E. 
R.  Fair,  dean  of  the  college,  has  announced.   If  these  school  of- 
ficials feel  that  the  plan  is  wise  and  would  be  helpful  to  the 
schools,  the  college  will  call  a  meeting  early  in  February  of  all 
the  county  committees  on  the  surveys. 

Already  functioning  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  reorganization 
matters  is  a  University  committee  appointed  by  President  Chester  F. 
Lay  in  response  to  a  request  from  the  Southern  Illinois  School- 
masters' Club.

Warren  oh 
secondary  education;  Dr.  Douglas  Lawson,  on  school  law;  Willis  E.

ENROLLMENT  FOR  WINTER  TERM  SOARS 

Enrollment  at  Southern  for  the  winter  term  totaled  1,1^7  as  of 
December  27,  an  increase  of  44. 2  per  cent  over  the  enrollment  for 
the  winter  term  a  year  ago.

Southern's  first  Graduate  Catalogue  has  come  from  the  press,  and 
copies  are  now  available  in  the  President's  Office,  the  Registrar's 
Office,  and  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  Graduate  Studies,  Dr.  W.  G. 
Swart z.   The  bulletin  describes  the  Graduate  Program  which  was  in- 
augurated here  in  January,  19^-j  with  the  first  courses  being  offer- 
ed in  the  Summer  Session  of  that  year.   Southern  awarded  its  first 
master's  degree  in  June,  19^5*   Its  first  graduate  asslstantshlps 
became  available  in  the  fall  term  of  19^5*   Graduate  courses  are  of- 
fered in  the  biological  sciences,  commerce  and  business  administra- 
tion, education  and  psychology,  the  humanities,  mathematics  and  the 
physical  sciences,  and  the  social  sciences,  leading  toward  the 
Master  of  Science  in  Education  Degree  in  any  one  of  three  fields: 
educational  administration,  elementary  education,  and  secondary  and 
college  education.

We  want  to  do  everything  we  can  to  maintain,  even  to 
strengthen,  this  record,  without  injuring  our  graduate  program,  which, 
it  is  apparent  from  our  new  Graduate  Catalogue  is  attaining  substan- 
tial proportions. 

DISCIPLINE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED

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PRESIDENT'S  NEW  YEAR'S  MESSAGE 

As  we  enter  the  New  Year,  we  can  look  backward  or  forward.   Per- 
haps a  little  of  both  is  in  order.   The  world  in  the  last  twelve 
months  has  passed  through  the  most  significant  period  in  its  history 
— a  year  in  which  the  most  gigantic  struggle  of  all  time  against  the 
power  of  evil  and  aggression  has  been  brought  to  a  victorious  close, 
a  year  in  which  the  most  ambitious  dream  of  idealistic  man  has  come 
into  being r  a  union  of  nations  pledged  to  build  a  peaceful  world. 

This  dawning  "brave  new  world"  is  a  magnificent  challenge  to  us, 
from  the  lowliest  to  the  mightiest,  to  give  our  keenest  intelligence, 
our  deepest  understanding,  and  our  most  unflagging  energies  to  make 
the  united  nations  effective  as  an  instrument  of  peace,  and  not  mere- 
ly an  ambitious  dream. 

This  challenge  is  not  alone  on  an  international  scale.   It  is 
with  us  here  at  home,  in  city,  village,  and  countryside.   We  are 
faced  with  problems  of  social,  economic  and  spiritual  adjustments 
that  we  must  solve  speedily  and  wisely  if  we  are  going  to  have  the 
kind  of  world  we  want  our  children  to  live  in. 

The  challenge  to  education  in  helping  to  build  this  world  of 
tomorrow  is  an  inspiring  and  a  sobering  one.   The  need  for  enlighten- 
ed men  and  women  is  greater  than  ever  before,  and  it  is  education's 
job  to  meet  that  need — by  providing  training  for  the  youth  of  the 
land  in  technological  and  professional  fields  and  at  the  same  time  by 
affording  them  the  leavening  influence  and  the  cultural  enrichment 
of  a  sound  and  liberal  education. 

This,  then,  is  the  job  that  lies  before  Southern  Illinois  Normal 
University  in  common  with  all  other  institutions  of  higher  education 
throughout  the  United  States.   Southern  has  a  heightened,  perhaps 
even  a  unique,  opportunity  in  that  it  alone  serves  that  exceptional 
area  that  is  Southern  Illinois. 

Southern  is  setting  itself  to  face  that  job  squarely  and  honest- 
ly.  In  the  past  year,  working  together  we  have  made  several  signi- 
ficant strides  toward  meeting  the  University's  commitment  to  Southern 
Illinois.   Some  of  these  steps  may  be  listed  at  our  end-of-year  stock 
taking,  as  follows: 

(1)   Progress  is  being  made  toward  an  improved  physical  plant. 
Architectural  plans  are  maturing  for  the  construction  of  the  new 
training  school  and  educational  buildings,  and  the  new  power  plant, 
together  with  the  necessary  shops.   A  committee  of  appraisal  appoint- 
ed by  the  Teachers  College  Board  has  been  instructed  to  start  work 
of  appraisal  of  properties  adjacent  to  the  present  campus  with  a 
view  to  acquiring  these  properties  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  Uni- 
versity's 25-year  expansion  program.   It  is  of  course  noteworthy 
that  Southern  received  the  largest  legislative  appropriation  for 
post-war  expansion  of  any  of  the  state-supported  colleges —  more  than 
$^,600,000. 
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(2)  Expansion  of  the  University  from  a  teachers  college,  devot- 
ed exclusively  to  teacher-training,  into  a  three-college  university 
has  become  a  reality.   With  the  appointment  during  the  summer  and 
fall  of  new  deans  for  the  three  colleges — Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences, 
Education,  and  Vocations  and  Professions — a  university  program  was 
launched.   A  corresponding  reorganization  of  the  present  curricula 
and  the  addition  of  new  courses  of  instruction  is  in  process. 

(3)  Student  counseling,  an  increasingly  vital  phase  of  educa- 
tion, has  been  placed  on  a  full-time  basis  at  Southern,  with  the 
appointment  of  a  full-time  dean  of  men  and  a  full-time  dean  of  women. 

{k-)      Housing,  a  critical  problem  on  college  campuses  as  else- 
where, has  been  recognized  as  a  university  responsibility  at  Southern 
and  the  full  time  of  a  competent  housing  counselor  has  been  used  to 
search  out  living  accommodations  for  students  and  faculty  members, 
and  to  develop  means  of  housing  the  anticipated  tripled  or  even  quad- 
rupled student  body  of  the  future.   Despite  the  drastic  housing 
shortage  in  Carbondale,  the  University's  housing  service  has  success- 
fully met  the  demands  upon  it  to  date  ana  is  worKing  diligently  to  be 
ready  for  the  influx  of  students  in  the  spring. 

(5)  Provision  for  student  employment,  always  high  at  Southern, 
has  been  expanded  by  the  provision  of  substantially  Increased  Uni- 
versity funds  for  the  employment  of  students  in  part-time  jobs  in 
University  offices  and  on  the  physical  plant  staff.   Funds  available 
for  this  purpose  have  been  Increased  from  $55*0^0  last  year  to 

$75 > 600  this  year.   Moreover,  the  minimum  pay  for  undergraduate 
student  employees  has  been  raised  from  JO   "to  35  cents  per  hour,  and 
the  maximum  from  50  to  60  cents  per  hour.   This  assures  that  the 
door  of  opportunity  will  be  kept  open  here. 

(6)  Substantial  progress  has  been  made  toward  a  higher  salary 
schedule  for  University  faculty  members,  the  average  increase  grant- 
ed (including  both  normal  increments  and  merit  increases)  during  the 
last  year  amounting  to  approximately  23  per  cent.  A  joint  faculty 
committee  of  the  five  teachers  colleges  and  universities  is  current- 
ly engaged  in  study  of  the  matter  of  faculty  salaries  with  a  view  to 
further  adjustments. 

(7)  Research — the  efforts  at  development  of  new  knowledge  which 
more  than  anything  else  distinguishes  a  university  from  a  college — 
has  been  placed  on  a  high-priority  list  for  faculty  members'  atten- 
tion at  Southern.   In  a  number  of  cases,  faculty  members  have  been 
relieved  of  some  of  their  teaching  duties  to  enable  them  to  carry  on 
research.   Concurrently,  funds  for  publication  of  University  bul--  '  •. 
letins  and  research  materials  have  been  substantially  increased. 
Under  consideration  by  the  faculty  at  this  time  is  a  proposal  of  the 
Faculty  Publications  Committee  to  issue  a  University  research  pub- 
lication containing  high-caliber  reports  of  the  faculty  on  their 
investigations.

(g>)   Graduate  study — which  like  research  goes  beyond  the  in- 
structional level  and  reaches  into  the  search  for  new  fact6,  new 
truths,  new  interpretations — has  attained  an  important  position  at 
Southern.   By  the  fall  quarter,  30  students  were  engaged  in  graduate 
work,  the  majority  of  them  on  a  full-time  resident  basis.   As  a 
means  of  encouraging  students  to  pursue  advanced  study,  the  Univer- 
sity has  set  aside  a  fund  of  $7,500  for  graduate  assistantships, 
each  paying  up  to  $7^0  per  year.   Nine'  of  these  aBSisti.ntships 
have  been  awarded  thus  far. 

(9)  Progress  has  been  made  toward  internal  reorganization  of 
the  University,  both  administratively  and  with  regard  to  faculty 
participation.   The  Faculty  itself  is  meeting  regularly  as  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  to  discuss  or  study  any  matters  of  concern  to 
it,  and  the  framework  of  faculty  committees  has  been  reorganized  to 
afford  committee  membership  for  each  faculty  member  and  more  effect- 
ive coordination  of  such  work.   At  the  invitation  of  the  President, 
the  faculty  has  studied  the  matter  of  faculty  participation  in  uni- 
versity-wiae  affairs ^  and  hi\s   evolved  a  plan  for  an  advisory  council 
to  the  president,  equally  composed  of  faculty  and  administrative 
officers,  which  is  shortly  to  be  put  into  effect. 

(10)  The  University's  publicity  and  public  relations  program 
has  been  expanded  from  a  part-time  to  a  full-time  basis  with  the 
creation  of  an  Information  Service  and  appointment  of  a  full-time 
director.   Taxpayers,  parents  of  students,  and  friends  of  Southern 
in  general,  have  benefitted  already  from  this  Service. 

(11)  One  of  the  paramount  obligations  before  us  today  is  to  see 
to  it  that  the  veteran  of  World  War  II  "gets  a  square  deal.1'  An  im- 
perative phase  of  this  obligation  is  the  responsibility  of  affording 
him  the  opportunity  to  continue  his  education.   In  the  last  year, 

the  number  of  veterans  enrolled  at  Southern  has  increased  more  than 
ten-fold,  from  22  a  year  ago  to  2i+9  during  the  current  winter  quar- 
ter.  Southern  is  making  every  effort  to  meet  its  responsibilities 
toward  these  veterans,  in  the  quality  and  variety  of  its  Instruction* 
al  program,  in  vocational  testing  and  guiding,  in  housing  service, 
in  part-time  employment.   But  Southern's  services  to  veterans  are 
not  limited  to  those  who  are  enrolled  in  the  University.   The  Uni- 
versity is  cooperating  with  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Administration  in 
maintaining  a  Veterans  Guidance  Center  qh  our  campus  to  provide  vo- 
cational testing  and  counseling  service  for  all  veterans  of  the  39 
counties  of  Southern  Illinois  who  are  seeking  vocational  rehabilita- 
tion.  The  University  provides  housing  for  this  center,  having  fur- 
nished office  space  in  Old  Science  Hall  since  opening  of  the  center 
last  May  and  having  Just  recently  completed  negotiations  for  a  resi- 
dence adjacent  to  the  campus  to  serve  as  headquarters  for  the  still- 
expanding  Guidance  Center.   In  addition,  the  University  also  furnish- 
es from  its  faculty  four  appraisers  to  conduct  the  scientific  tests 
available  through  the  center,  and  to  supply  its  counseling  service. 
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(12)   The  University  has  enunciated  a  policy  of  encouraging 
employment  of  veterans  on  its  faculty  and  staff,  and  has  already  re- 
appointed seven  of  its  former  faculty  members  who  have  returned  from 
the  armed  forces  and  has  appointed  three  new  faculty  members  who  are 
veterans.   Their  service  and  sacrifice  does  and  will  receive  recog- 
nition at  Southern. 

Yet  there  is  much  ahead  of  us  who  teach  and  work  for  S.I.N.U. 
Some  of  our  most  pressing  tasks  are:   (l)  The  continued  pushing  of 
our  immediate  building  program;  (2)  provision  by  purchase,  lease, 
and  mutual  accomodation,  of  adequate  office  space  for  an  expanding 
faculty  and  staff;  (3)  continuation  of  development  of  our  three 
colleges;  (4-)  encouragement,  and  if  possible,  the  procurement  of 
emergency  housing  for  students  at  the  earliest  possible  moment;  (5) 
continued  long-range  planning  for  curricula  and  for  physical  plant 
facilities,  in  order  to  live  up  to  our  commitment  to  provide  a  uni- 
versity of  the  first  class. 

As  we  enter  the  new  year,  let  us  all  pledge  ourselves  to  unceas- 
ing efforts  to  build  Southern  and  by  so  doing  to  perform  our  duties 
in  the  building  of  the  world  of  tomorrow.

tt,  Dean  Fair,  Dean  Rehn,  Mr.  Miles, 
have  been  asked  to  work  with  all 
nsideration  and  sound  planning, 
their  general  responsibilities  and 
of  the  Committee  chairman,  making 
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1.  The  Committee  appreciates  the  fact  that  almost  every  depart- 
ment on  the  campus  can  make  Justifiable  claims  for  additional  space. 
Until  more  space  Is  available  by  leasing,  buying,  or  building,  how- 
ever, no  such  claims  can  be  considered.   The  Committee  will  concern 
itself  mainly  with  better  utilization  of  present  space,  not  with 
requests  for  more  space. 

2.  The  Committee  will,  however,  on  its  own  responsibility  seek 
factual  bases  for  determining  what  departments  and  agencies  of  the 
University  are  comparatively  or  drastically  underprivileged  and  will 
try  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  providing  them  with  some  measure  of 
relief. 

3.  The  Committee  will  seek  to  disturb  present  space  arrange- 
ments as  little  as  possible  and  to  recognize  existing  occupancies 
wherever  feasible.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  occupancy  is 
not  ownership,  for  all  space  belongs  to  the  University  as  a  whole. 
This  does  not  imply,  of  course,  that  the  Committee  will  shift  lab- 
oratories or  other  rooms  designed  for  highly  specialized  uses. 

k.      The  Committee  will  try  to  provide  as  much  relief  as  possible 
through  improved  methods  of  scheduling  rather  than  through  drastic 
reallocations  of  space.   To  this  end,  it  will  seek  the  closes*  poss- 
ible cooperation  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  Registration,  and 
Scheduling. 

5.   The  Committee  will  proceed  by  (a)  making  its  own  study  of 
present  utilization  of  space  and  conducting  hearings  so  that  it  will 
have  all  the  relevant  facts,  (b)  locating  spaces  not  at  present  be- 
ing used  with  full  effectiveness,  (c)  devising  means  for  utilizing 
such  space  more  effectively,  and  (d)  recommending  them  to  the 
President  for  action. 

6.   The  Committee  asks  for  the  cooperation  of  all  the  members 
of  the  staff.   It  is  through  their  very  interest  in  seeing  the  Uni- 
versity grow  that  space  problems  have  become  acute.   That  they  will 
continue  to  welcome  new  students  and  staff  and  to  help  devise  ways 
to  handle  them  is  the  basis  of  the  Committee's  activity. 

ADVISORY  COUNCIL  REORGANIZED 

Some  months  ago  I  placed  before  the  Faculty  the  suggestion  that 
some  method  of  Faculty  participation  in  the  Advisory  Council  be  con- 
sidered.  After  some  discussion,  the  Faculty  decided  to  elect  a  com- 
mittee to  study  the  matter  and  bring  In  a  plan  for  such  representa- 
tion.  This  committee,  composed  of  J.  W.  Neckers,  Vera  L.  Peacock, 
W.  B.  Schneider,  Charles  D.  Tenney,  and  F.  G-.  Warren,  submitted  a 
proposal  for  a  University  Council  "composed  of  the  President  as 
chairman  and  fourteen  (or  more)  members  of  the  University  staff, 
half  of  the  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  half  to  be 
elected  by  the  members  of  the  Faculty."  This  proposal  was  approved 
by  the  Faculty  at  its  November  meeting,  and  is  approved  by  the 
Administration,  subject  to  further  study  and  possible  changes  at  the 
beginning  of  19^6-19^7  school  year.   At  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Faculty,  seven  faculty  members  to  occupy  the  Faculty  positions  on 
this  Council  were  elected,  including  the  secretary  of  the  faculty, 
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one  from  each  College,  and  three  from  the  University  at  large.   By 
means  of  this  vote,  the  following  Faculty  members  were  chosen: 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  G-ersbacher;  College  of  Eduoation,  Mr* 
Warren;  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences,  Dr.  Swartz;  College  of 
Vocations  and  Professions,  Miss  Woody;  from  the  University  at  large, 
Dr.  Mayor,  Dr.  Schneider,  and  Miss  Peacock. 

Inasmuch  as  this  plan  has  necessitated  the  selection  of  seven 
administrative  staff  members  from  the  larger  number  who  have  been 
serving  on  the  Advisory  Council  in  the  past,  I  have  given  the  matter 
serious  consideration  before  announcing  administrative  appointees  to 
the  new  University  Council.   I  wish  to  make  it  clear  to  the  other 
members  of  the  administrative  staff  who  are  not  on  the  new  Council 
that  I  desire  to  receive  their  advice  and  counsel  individually  and 
regularly  and  that  their  present  absence  from  the  Council  personnel 
is  in  no  wise  to  diminish  their  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  Univer- 
sity in  all  matters  falling  within  their  respective  fields. 

To  all  the  members  of  the  old  Advisory  Council,  I  wish  to  ex- 
press my  abiding  appreciation  for  the  wise  and  able  service  they 
have  rendered  to  the  University  and  to  me  personally.

Simon  M.  Davidian,  traveler,  lecturer,  and  specialist  in  international  af-

Mr.  Davidian,  of  Armenian  heritage,  was  born  in  Constantinople,  but  was 
reared  in  Worcester ,  Massachusetts.   He  attended  college  at  Bethany,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  Yale  University,  then  traveled  extensively.  As  a  college  student 
and  during  later  years  he  has  lectured  widely  both  on  his  European  experience 
and  on  the  theme  of  what  American  democracy  and  freedom  have  come  to  mean  to  his 
people  and  the  world, 

Mr .' Gilchrist ,  a  native  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  at  one  time  ownod  and  con- 
ducted a  newspaper  in  Carnarvon  in  Northwest  Australia,  and  for  several  years 
owned  a  commercial  broadcasting  s  tation  in  Gippsland,  Victoria.  Recently  he 
has  been  broadcasting  over  a  chain  of  American  stations  on  his  Northwost  Aus- 
tralian experiences.   For  three  years  he  was  a  Liberal  member  of  tho  Western 
Australian  Parliament.  After  Yiorld  War  I  ho  was  associated  with  the  work  for 
repatriation  of  returned  soldiers  and  was  for  six  years  General  Socrotary  of 
the  New  Settlers  League,  a  semi-official  immigration  organization.

IMPROVEMENT  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

All  faculty  members  who  are  interested  in  improving  the  appearance  of  our 
buildings,  janitorial  service,  or  the  general  appearance  of  the  campus  should 
carefully  note  the  following  statements  of  procedure  submitted  by  Mr.  Rockwell 
McCreight,  Director  of  the  Physical  Plant: 

Procedure  to  be  Followed  in  Placing  Requests 
with  the  Physical  Plant 

"If  the  following  procedure  is  used  in  requesting  any  type  of  work  of  the 
Physical  Plant,  I  am  sure  that  better  and  more  efficient  service  can  be  given 
the  faculty  and  the  University: 

1.  Please  place  a  request  in  writing. 

2.  List  exactly  what  work  is  to  be  done. 

3.  List  where  work  is  to  be  done. 
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"When  this  request  is  received,  the  job  will  be  appraised  to  see  what  mate- 
rials are  necessary  and  the  amount  of  time  required  for  completion.  If  the  job 
is  one  of  maintenance  or  minor  repair  or  alteration,  it  will  be  assigned  to  the 
proper  department  of  the  Physical  Plant,  and  a  work  order  will  be  issued.   If, 
however,  the  request  is  not  one  purely  concerning  maintenance,  but  one  requir- 
ing extensive  alteration  or  construction,  it  will  be  referred  to  Mr.  Miles  for 
approval  and  then  to  President  Lay  for  approval  and  assignment  as  to  precedence 
in  the  work  schedule, 

"If  repairs  to  chairs  and  other  furniture  are  desired,  please  follow  the 
above  procedure.  Do  not  send  items  to  the  repair  shop  before  requesting  their 
repair. 

"Members  of  the  Physical  Plant  are  not  to  accept  verbal  work  orders  and 
none  will  be  honored*  Requests  should  be  as  complete  as  possible  and  are  not 
to  be  changed  or  added  to  after  work  is  in  progress  unless  modifications  are 
absolutely  necessary  and  unavoidable. 

"Requests  should  be  placed  as  early  as  possible  so  that  they  can  be  entered 
in  our  schedule.   If  it  is  imperative  that  a  job  be  done  immediately  or  within 
a  time  limit,  this  office  should  be  so  informed. 

"It  will  be  appreciated  if  members  of  the  faculty  do  not  request  the  jani- 
tors of  their  respective  buildings  to  do  electrical,  carpentry,  or  plumbing 
work.   If  the  request  to  the  janitor  is  one  of  a  trivial  nature  and  not  time 
consuming,  I  am  sure  he  will  be  glad  to  cooperate* 

"Faculty  members  can  aid  us  greatly  in  the  matter  of  keeping  our  buildings 
warmer.   If  you  have  enough  heat,  please  shut  off  your  radiators  and  allow  the 
steam  a  chance  to  reach  another  building  which  may  need  it  more.   In  near  zero 
weather  there  are  some  rooms,  and  in  some  cases  whole  buildings,  which  will  not 
be  warm  enough.  This  is  because  it  is  impossible  to  make  them  so." 

On  Securing  Keys 

"The  fee  of  $0$   required  for  each  key  made  for  faculty  members  is  to  be 
discontinued  immediately.  Keys  will  be  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the  Physical 
Plant.  The  following  procedure  should  be  followed  if  keys  are  desired: 

1.  Secure  key  certification  card  from  Physical  Plant  Office. 

2.  Fill  out  card  and  have  it  signed  by  Chairman  of  Department. 

3.  Return  card  to  Physical  Plant  Office* 

"A  notice  will  be  issued  shortly  informing  all  persons  who  hold  receipts 
on  fees  paid  for  keys  that  they  may  present  receipt  for  refund* 

"The  Physical  Plant  and  its  members  are  making  an  honest  effort  to  give  the 
faculty  and  the  University  efficient  service,  and  it  will  appreciate  your  coop- 
eration. "

All  faculty  members  are  urged  to  send  immediately  to  Miss  Lorena  Drummond, 
Director  of  the  Information  Service,  a  list  of  the  topics  upon  which  they  can 
speak  before  woman's  clubs,  service  clubs,  institutes,  commencements  and  other 
public  gatherings*  It  is  hoped  that  we  can  soon  provide  program  chairmen  and 
others  interested  in  procuring  the  services  of  members  of  our  staff  with  a  com- 
plete list,  in  attractive  form,  of  the  programs  and  entertainments  which  can 
be  presented* 

In  this  connection  it  might  well  be  noted  that  faculty  members  can  be  of 
great  help  to  the  University  if  they  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  they 
may  have  as  speakers  before  various  groups  to  disseminate  accurate  information 
about  the  University  and  to  call  for  suggestions  as  to  how  we  might  improve  the 
work  we  are  doing  here.  Any  faculty  members  who  would  like  to  have  data  for 
such  public  relations  work  should  appeal  to  Miss  Drummond,  and  should  report 
suggestions  to  her.  In  the  meantime,  the  administration  intends  to  keep  the 
faculty  informed,  through  the  Bulletin  and  other  means,  of  the  plans  and  pro- 
gress of  the  University.

BUSINESS  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

The  "Report  of  the  Business  Manager  for  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  19U5",  which 
has  come  from  the  press,  presents  a  condensed  summary  of  financial  data  for  the 
use  of  administrative  officers  and  other  interested  persons.  Business  Manager 
Edw.  V.  Miles,  Jr.,  included  in  this  report  a  chart  showing  how  the  educational 
operating  dollar  was  spent  at  Southern  during  1°UU--U5>.  The  chart  revealed  that 
92.U6  per  cent  of  each  dollar  spent  at  Southern  came  from  State  appropriations, 
6.39  per  cent  from  student  fees,  and  1.15  per  cent  from  sales  and  services.  The 
dollar  was  spent  as  follows:

Physical  Plant  19.57 

Broken  down  another  way — by  object — the  dollar  was  expended  75.91  per  cent 
for  personal  services,  Lu91  per  cent  for  equipment,  and  19.18  per  cent  for  other 
current  expenses. 

The  total  current  income  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  19U5,  amounted 
to  S906, 066. 95,  while  expenditures  amounted  to  ')7h9j5l8.0U.  The  Report  shows  a 
total  net  investment  in  the  University's  Physical  Plant  of  $1,995,996.68.  Ex- 
penditures for  plant  additions  during  the  year  amounted  to  : -06,527.36.

STATEMENT  OF  POLICY  FOR  UNIVERSITY  PUBLICATIONS 

The  following  statement  of  policy  recommended  by  the  New  Publications  Com- 
mittee has  been  approved,  and  should  be  carefully  noted  by  all  members  of  the 
staff  interested  in  publication  of  articles,  monographs,  and  booklets: 

"That,  at  the  present  time,  since  as  yet  the  University  does  not  have  a 
University  Press,  no  publication  sponsored  and  financed  and  published  by  the 
University  shall  be  sold  for  profit.  Whatever  the  University  publishes  as  an 
educational  or  research  project  shall  not  attain  to  a  commercial  publication 
status.  However,  there  may  be  certain  publications,  on  occasion,  that  might 
be  sold  for  an  amount  cove  r  ing  cost  of  printing  to  the  University,  but  in  no 
wise  shall  there  be  a  profit-making  design  either  on  the  part  of  the  University, 
or  on  the  part  of  the  author. 

"Publications  of  a  research  nature  (such  as  the  suggested  semi-scholarly 
faculty  bulletin),  and  of  a  general  utility  value  (such  as  the  suggested  "Good 
Reading"  list  for  our  students),  and  of  studies  of  a  pure  research  nature  worthy 
of  separate  pamphlet  publication  by  either  members  of  the  faculty  or  graduate 
assistants  shall  be  financed  from  the  proposed  budget  for  'General  Publications' • 

"Departmental  publications  that  are  devised  by  the  various  departments  which 
are  prepared  as  a  departmental  project  for  an  educational  advertisement  shall, 
as  in  the  past,'  be  charged  to  the  budget  of  that  department.   In  the  event  that 
the  departmental  budget  cannot  finance  such  a  project,  the  budget  for  'General 
Publications'  may,  with  the  full  approval  of  the  Administration  and  the  Publi- 
cations Committee,  be  drawn  upon. 

"Furthermore,  manuscripts  should  be  submitted  to  the  committee  in  final 
form  for  approval  before  they  are  sent  away  for  printing,  or  before  any  type- 
written plates  are  prepared."

Preference  in  awarding  fellowships  will  be  given  to  faculty  members  who  are 
recommended  by  their  presidents  or  deans;  who  are  either  engaged  in  preparing 
teachers,  supervisors,  or  administrators  for  positions  in  rural  communities  or 
are  serving  as  staff  members  in  agricultural  extension  services  of  land-grant 
colleges;  and  who  will  be  given  leaves  of  absence  by  their  institutions with 
the  understanding  that  they  will  be  expected  to  resume  their  work  at  those 
institutions  following  their  period  of  study  at  the  University.

"Although  the  enrollment  for  the  Spring  Term,  19u6,  was  larger  than  for  the 
preceding  terms  this  year,  the  amount  of  cash  realized  from  activity  fees  was 
only  sufficient  to  distribute  20$  of  the  activity  budget.

MANUSCRIPTS  FOR  THE  SOUTHERN  MISCELLANY 

Miss  Winifred  Burns,  Chairman  of  the  New  Publications  Committee,  has  submitted 
the  following  request: 

"In  the  exploratory  letter  sent  to  the  faculty  last  December  concerning  the 
semi-scholarly  bulletin  The  Southern  Miscellany,  to  be  published  by  the  University 
Faculty,  May  1,  19U6,  was  suggested  as  the  tentative  date  upon  which  manuscripts 
were  to  be  submitted.  The  Committee  on  New  Publications  wishes  again  to  call 
attention  to  that  date.  Members  of  the  faculty  who  have  something  to  submit  may 
do  so  on  or  near  that  time.  If  articles  are  in  preparation  but  not  quite  completed, 
perhaps  faculty  members  will  indicate  their  plans  to  the  Committee  in  a  written 
statement.  The  Committee  is  still  zealously  pursuing  the  idea  and  hopes  to  see 
The  Southern  Miscellany  become  a  reality," 
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ORGANIZED  RESEARCH 

None  of  the  money  allotted  for  organized  research  this  year,  aside  from  the 
stipends  of  our  graduate  assistants,  has  been  expended.  Members  of  the  faculty 
are  urged  to  plan  research  projects  and  to  submit  requests  for  funds  needed  in 
the  pursuit  of  these  projects.  We  are  anxious  to  encourage  research  of  University 
quality. 

Such  requests  should  be  submitted  on  prepared  forms  and  should  include  state- 
ments covering  (1)  the  nature  of  the  investigation,  (2)  its  probable  cost,  (3)  the 
estimated  length  of  time  required  for  its  completion,  and  (k)   the  possibility  of 
the  results  of  the  research  being  suitable  for  publication.  Item  (1)  should  be 
stated  fully  enough  so  that  a  possible  judgment  of  the  research,  in  comparison 
with  others  requested,  can  be  reached.  Such  requests  may  be  submitted  to  off- 
campus  scholars  for  evaluation. 

In  certain  instances,  teaching  loads  may  be  adjusted  if  the  proposed  research 
has  sufficient  promise.

"RESOLVED,  that  the  member  clubs  of  District  lh99   Rotary  international  do 
hereby  establish  a  Scholarship  Fund  at  The  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity to  be  known  as  The  Fourth  object  Scholarship  Fund  of  The  llj.9th  District, 
Rotary  International,  and  to  be  administered  by  the  regularly  appointed  adminis- 
trative staff  of  S.I.N.U.  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Secretariat  •  of  Rotary 
International  and  the  Governor  of  District  lh.9   of  R.I.  together  with  a  committee

the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  resolution."

REPORTS  OF  LOST  EQUIPMENT 

Reports  regarding  inventory  of  equipment  submitted  to  the  Business  office 
indicate  that  equipment  reported  lost  during  the  current  year  amounts  to  $7, 152.50. 
One  department  has  reported  losses  of  more  than  fp5,000.00. 

Mr.  Miles  is  somewhat  reluctant  to  think  that  the  losses  are  as  great  as 
reported.  Aside  from  the  possible  inaccuracies  in  submitting  reports  of  equip- 
ment lost,  it  is  not  altogether  il3.ogical  to  think  that  equipment  of  one  depart- 
ment may  have  been  transferred  to  other  departments  without  either  department 
submitting  a  report  of  the  transfer.  However,  the  records,  as  certified  by  the 
chairmen  of  the  departments,  indicate  an  unreasonable  loss  of  equipment,  and 
unless  the  Business  Office  is  notified  of  the  location  of  such  equipment  before 
June  20,  1°U6,  it  will  be  necessary  to  so  report  these  losses  to  the  State  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts. 

Mr.  Miles  tells  mo  that  the  chairmen  of  each  department  and  the  head  of  each 
office  or  agency  has  been  given  a  list  of  the  equipment  charged  to  him.  These 
chairmen  and  officers  are  requested  to  recheck  their  equipment,  compare  it  with 
the  list  of  equipment  charged  to  their  offices  or  departments,  and  report  to  the 
Accounting  Office  the  possession  of  any  equipment  which  is  not  now  charged  to 
them.

This  year  the  huge  numbers  of  freshmen  students  has  made  it  impossible 
to  consider  the  student's  vocational  objective  in  assigning  students  to 
faculty  counselors.  You  will  find,  however,  that  freshman  girls  have  been 
assigned  to  faculty  women  and  freshman  boys  to  faculty  men.  This  was  done 
to  expedite  procedures  in  the  Personnel  Offices. 

Tuesday  morning,  before  registration,  a  student  helper  will  deliver  to 
faculty  counselors  the  personal  data  sheets  which  will  have  been  filled 
by  Freshmen  on  Monday.  You  will  note  that  the  personal  data  blanks  have 
been  reduced  from  seven  to  three  pages.  This  was  done  because  of  the  paper 
shortage.  You  will  find  a  blank  space  at  the  end  of  the  third  page  on 
which  you  may  make  notations  as  you  talk  to  the  counselee. 

We  are  asking  that  no  student  be  transferred  from  one  faculty  member 
to  another  unless  the  transfer  is  made  through  the  offices  of  the  Personnel 
Deans,  If  a  student  drops  school,  will  you  kindly  return  the  personal 
data  form  to  the  appropriate  Personnel  Dean,s  Office.  Please  do  not  give 
the  data  sheet  to  the  student  to  return  to  our  offices,  but  send  it  by 
faculty  mail  or  bring  it  to  the  offices  personally* 

We  shall  greatly  appreciate  any  help  the  older  faculty  members  give 
to  the  new  ones  In  registering  freshmen,

Suggestions  for  Freshman  Counselors 

The  faculty  counselors  to  whom  freshmen  are  assigned,  are  asked  to 
do  the  following: 

I.  Meet  your  counselees  on  Monday  at  3:45  pm  to  4:15  pro  in  the 
class  room  assigned  to  you.  See  attached  sheet. 

1.  At  this  meeting  give  freshmen  general  instructions  about 
registration.  Answer  any  questions  they  may  have.   The 
pamphlet  "General  Information"  will  be  helpful  to  you. 
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2.  Explain  to  students  the  necessity  of  taking  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  their  total  hours  in  required  subjects, 

3.  Explain  that  the  student  usually  does  not  begin  to  concentrate 
on  a  specialized  area  until  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year, 

A  student  should,  however,  begin  at  once  to  think  in  terms  of 
his  vocational  objective  and  plan  his  work  accordingly, 

II,  Be  responsible  for  the  counselee's  registration  on  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 17*  You  are  the  one  to  approve  and  sign  the  registration 
card. 

Please  see  that  each  student  is  registered  in  a  manner  which  is 
most  conducive  to  the  student's  welfare  and  give  him  as  much 
personal  attention  as  possible.  Please  do  not  be  just  a  signer 
of  cards. 

If  the  student  is  carrying  a  heavy  work  load,  or  if  he  is  less  than 
a  superior  student,  he  should  not  be  signed  up  for  more  than  16 
hours.  With  the  crowded  conditions  there  is  likely  to  be  a  good 
deal  of  human  wa stage.  Let's  keep  it  to  a  minimum. 

If  the  student  needs  information  from  another  faculty  member,  send 
the  student  to  that  person  for  his  specialized  information,  but 
have  the  student  return  to  you  for  your  final  approval  of  his 
schedule, 

III,  Keep  a  list  of  those  counseled  and  return  it  to  the  Dean  of  Men's 
Office  on  Wednesday,  September  18.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
provide  you  with  a  list  of  counselees  before  your  meeting  at  3:45> 
but  this  may  not  be  humanly  possible, 

IV.  The  students  assigned  to  you  will  be  your  counselees  during  the 
year.  Individual  students  may  be  re-assigned  by  the  Personnel 
Deans,

with  these  same  students  and  counsel  them  during  this  school  year.
